1951 at 10O0 a«m & Trauersdorf (F UG/l 55) airfield was occupied 
by 11 fighters vith in-line engines and three jot planes with swept-back 
wings* Flying with two jet fighters was seen during the tire of observation

2 0 Large quantities of disassembled army huts and boards were carried from the 

Jaeger Kaserno in Eisenstadt (P l$/X 55) and the former provincial administration 
building to the railroad station* Some of the sheds in Kattner Settlement 
which had been dismantled wore being set up again * There were no motor , 
vehicles in Kattnor Settlement* The occupation of other installations had not 
changed v/her compared with the observations made on 1? April 1951*

'source for' TKe first time on 18 April 1951 o The information has not been 
confirmed by another source <, If the information should be correct, the 
flights were apparently made to test the field as to its suitability for 
jet planes o According to previous records, the field has no runway and is 
only about 1*500 meters long* Construction has not been observed at the field 
since the war* Tho occupation of Trauersdorf airfield is not known * It was 
previously believed that the field was occupied by two regiments, probably 
the 16th Gds Fir Hegt and 100th Gds Ftr Regt* The small number of conventional 
fighters observed on 2? April 1951 and the evacuation of the Eisenstadt 
billets obser ved previously indicate that the occupation of t he field has 
been c hanged* 

HHHC The shipment of disassembled army huts is probably connected 
withtSiTrajisfer of ELI to Wiener Heustadt previously observed* The jot 
fighter r eminent which arrived in Wiener Ueustadt is possibly a regiment 
which was previously stationed in Trauersdorf and which was re-equipped 
th lot aircraft in Hungary*
